Now no j 
overflows are needed lu the separate sys¬ 
tem i these are solely used in the com¬ 
bined; and the attempt to convert a 
separate into a feotaMncd ay atom foMy ac¬ 
counts for the statements which have ap¬ 
peared from time to time aa to the in¬ 
capacity of the pipes; nevertheless, If 
they are used for the purpose for which 
they an*r# Intended they will provide aew- 
crugc#wlien tbe system Is complete, for a 
l*nmlatl»ii at over 76.000 people. 

The objections to the tntrodnetloa of aur- 
fac* water Into sewers of the separate 
system are obvious. The sewer* naturally 
are unable to carry mauy times tho quan¬ 
tity for which they were designed. It la 
bad policy to needless)* convert a com i 
MfcratlVHy innocuous rainfall Into sewage 
by mixing sewage with It. Tho matter In ; 
*iM|iensl(Hi, derived from street washing*, 
la far heavier than that In suspension in 
sewage, and Is more likely to form depos¬ 
its, which are again more difficult fo rw- 
move thau uar formed by crude sewage 
alone. These* deposits by arresting and 
retaining the solids of tin* sewage in 
transit become manufactories of danger¬ 
ous gases. 

To put It la a few words, the latrodac 
tlon of surface water destroy* the useful, 
ness of Uic S 4 ‘werage system, damages tbo 
pipes, nnd U a jnenare to tbe Mr* and 
umdth of those who use them. 

To Introduce sdwuge Into *urfaca drains 
la criminal, but doubtless this was dime 
with the best Intentlous In tbe world."as 
affording an essy solution of A complex 
problem; forgettlug that tbe result la the 
• inversion of the large quantity of surface 
water Into sewage, without, as a rule, pro¬ 
viding auy prop* r means for Its dispfaml. 

Hewage does not throw off puksonous 
gases until It eommsocea to decompose, 
which it la generally assumed to do about 
24 hours after Its formation, and the pre¬ 
sent system will deliver the sewsgu from 
any part of the chy to tbe outlet In leas 
tlum 12 hours. 

The deposit of night soli In the. flush 
tank at Cook itnvt Is hardly a Judlc.ous 
method of disposal. 

This class of sewage may fairly be taken

among other things he would like ex¬ 
plained whether the present grades were 
as they were first intended. He thought 
that it originally was tbe iuteutiou of 
oaubUahing pumps in the lower levels 
in order to send the sewerage on until 
it reached a point where by natural grav¬ 
itation it would reach Clover Point. The 
Johnson street sewer at present emptied 
into the harbor, so that in this case the 
original intention was not carried out. 
He also referred to the fact that aa the 
sewers had been laid on the aide of the 
streets instead of the centre, some resi¬ 
dents had been put to a great deal more 
expeupe thau others in connecting. One, 
he knew of, had to expend $400 in this 
work. He went on to advance a number 
of arguments in favor ol the double sys¬ 
tem, pointing out that the amount of 
waste water from each residence if util¬ 
ised waa^suffleieut to remove all solid 
accumulation from that bouse. In the 
Combined system there would be no occa¬ 
sion for the automatic flushing system, 
and consequently no loss of good wster. 
The Bystem was that used In nine-tenths 
of the big cities of the world. In the 
wet season the dauger of too lunch water 
would he avoided by the introduction of 
overflow. In short, he thought thnt if, 
as had been suggested, it would be found 
necessary to construct practically an en¬ 
tire new system, it would be better to 
have the combined. 

Mr. Mohnn said that the plan of 
pumping to the higher levels had been 
intended twelve years ago and waa then 
practicable. In regard to putting 
the sewers on the aide of the streets, he 
said that it bad been proponed for the 
city to make the connections to the enrb 
but the council then did not see its way 
clear to bear the expense. He did not 
agree with Mr. Borby that tl^ combined 
srstem was suitable for this dty. In 
the first place the enormous expense in¬ 
volved in installing very large pipe* was 
probably one of the greatest drawbacks. 
If the system worked In the winter how 
| would It be In tho dry season? The large 
I pipes would not be sufficiently filled to

j formed. Regarding flushing taukp, he 
: said that it was considered necessary 
j that automatic flushing tanks be placed 
, at the bead of each main. They n&d 
not, however, be used every hoar, but 
should b« regulated by the number of 
connections made. If the connections 
were numerous very little flushing was 
needed, but If few then the tanks should 
be used every three hours, or thereabouts. 
Water entering the sewer wonld find Its 
way from any part of the city to Clover 
Point ln twelve hours.

Its new industrial developments had 
been entered upon on the Canadian ter¬ 
ritory touched by the railway.

It isn’t often that a missionary to 
Siam passes through Victoria. Almost 
every Oriental liner brings representa¬ 
tives of that earnest band whose sphere 
of labor is China aud Japan, but rarely 
indeed does their number iuclude u gos¬ 
pel advocate whose life is devoted to the 
conversion of a people such ns that of 
Laus, to Christianity. Rev. It. Irving 
arrived on the big steamer Shiuauo Muru 
yesterday cu route to the Eust, where 
he will speud a year or so before return¬ 
ing to the district in which lie bus been 
laboring for the past twelve years. This 
is his second furlough, the climktic con¬ 
ditions of the country making such neces¬ 
sary for a European every six yeurs. ;

Laos, he explained to a Times repre¬ 
sentative, is awoy.iu the interior of the 
peninsula which Includes Siam, Cambodia 
native states and a number of British 
dependencies, it is to the north of Siam 
proper and immediately south of Yun¬ 
nan, China. It came under the control 
of the Siamese about half a century ago, 
when the different stutes united in an at- I 
tempt to cast off the yoke of the Bur¬ 
mese. They invoked the assistance of 
Siam, which was readily granted, and 
Siam rewarded herself by annexing 
I/moe. During the past eight years the 
authorities have been getting ambitious 
and territorial aggrandisement waa ono 
of the first symptoms. They began put¬ 
ting the screws of onerous taxation on 
the people of Shans, the district situated 
between Laos aud Burmah, and th* op¬ 
pressed Inhabitant* me in arms. The 
outbreak occurred last July, and Rev. 
Mr. Irving was consequently in the 
storm centre. The Shans were num¬ 
bered by thousands, and for a time gave 
the Siamese authorities an uncomfortable 
experience. Tttey captured a city called 
Muang-pre and mnssacred all the Siamese 
they coaid Ifg their hands on. Seven¬
